Invitation Recalls Beginning of Religious Career 73 Years Ago Ra||y On» Rain or Sun

Dr. J. M. Dawson, 93, one of Cor- 


sicana's outstanding senior churchmen, 
has been deluged with memories of two 
events of the week which recall the 
beginning of his career. 


The first is an invitation to preach a 


reunion sermon in South Prong Church, 
the 
midget 
rural 
church 
near 


Waxahachie where in 1899 he delivered 
his first sermons at the age of 19. The 
congregation numbered fifteen mem- 
bers and paid $75 a year for once-a- 
month student preaching. 


Tiny as it was, Dr. Dawson states, the 


church produced two Ellis County 
judges, a superintendent of Clebume 
schools, a principal at Henrietta, and a 
well known missionary to Indians in 
western states. It also introduced young 
Dawson to a large Ennis church as 
supply, and announcement headlines 
termed him "the boy preacher". 


Two years later, in 1901, the youth 


preached on a Sunday morning in First 
Baptist Church of Corsicana. In the 
previous year, First Baptist Church of 
Waco had ordained him — not without 
protest from leaders that he hailed from 
South Prong Church, of which they had 
never heard.

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The proud Waco church subsequently 


retained him as pastor for 31% years, 
only releasing him to represent all 
Baptists 
of the 
United States in 


Washington, D.C. 


The second event which has elicited 


memories from the venerable minister 
is an exhibit of a joint publication by the 
University of Texas and the American 
Council of Learned Societies, in which 
Dr. Dawson is featured. 


The booklet, entitled "Darwinism in 


Texas", is, Dr. Dawson says, not at all 
argumentative, but is really a catalogue 
of documents and personalities con- 
nected with the highly controversial 
subject of evolution during the decade 
1920-1930. 


Dr. Dawson's contribution, which is 


central, consists of letters and a 
memoir. The success of the 40-page 
paper-covered publication has been so 
great that the University of Texas has 
elected to put the publication in hard 
cover form. Dr. Dawson has been so 
advised by Thomas F. Glick, who edited 
and compiled the booklet for publication 
by the Humanities Research Center at 
the University. 


Now on exhibit at the Texas History 


Center at UT, the book has been put on 
exhibit through the month of April by 
other colleges and universities, in- 
cluding Baylor. Copies may be seen at 
the Corsicana Public Library and at 
Navarro Junior College Library. 


During his long career, Dr. Dawson 


has spoken in many states. After serving 
as pastor of First Baptist Church in 
Waco, he served for seven years as

Shoot-out 


KERENS—A man was shot to death 


here Friday evening shortly after he had 
wounded three others with a blast from 
his shotgun. 


Navarro County Deputy Sheriff Bryan 


Dunagan identifed the dead man as 
Robert Lee (Bubba Rab) Hyder of 
Kerens. Aron D. Davis, one of the three 
persons wounded by Hyder, was held 
overnight in the county jail in connection 
with the shooting and was freed 
Saturday on a $1,000 recognizance bond. 


According to Dunagan, Hyder had 


gone to Davis' home around 7 p.m. and 
fired a shotgun into the house, wounding 
Davis, his wife Arnell and Sylvestia 
Hay den. He then left the scene and 
returned at about 7:15 p.m. 


Hyder was in the vicinity of Davis's 


home, Dunagan said, when Davis ap- 
peared with a revolver'and shot him. 
Dunagan arrived on the scene minutes 
later in response to a call. 


The Davises and Hayden were treated 


at Memorial Hospital in Corsicana for 
multiple buckshot wounds and released.

dard, Dr. Dawson has written hundreds 
of articles and book reviews and has 
published more than 12 books, including 
a biography of Jose Antonio Navarro, for 
whom this county was named. He is a 
fellow and former president of the Texas 
Institute of Letters. 


His alma mater, Baylor University, 


which he served more than 30 years as 
trustee, has established a chair, 
graduate studies, a quarterly journal 


and a research center in his honor. 


"Darwinism in Texas" alludes to Dr. 


Dawson's active status in his pastorate 
and as editor of the Baptist Standard in 
his denomination's activities throughout 
the years of the "Fundamentalist 
Controversy" and after. Its exhibition 
through the month of April, together 
with the invitation from South Prong 
Baptist Church to speak at its reunion 
Sunday, have unleashed a flood of 
memories of a vital career for the 
venerable churchman, who continues to 
be active, studying and writing in his 
suite at the Navarro Hotel. He plans to 
attend the reunion.

Housing Authority Board of 
Directors Chairman Robert M, 
Scott, II, was called to "work out 
an agreement" concerning 
construction of the project for the 
elderly. 


During the April 4, 1972,

board 


meeting, Ed Blackburn, project 
director, said construction on the 
110-unit project was 98.7 per cent 
complete, but problems existed 
concerning the $1,580,479.43 
project. 


He 
said 
subcontractors 


working on the project have 
failed to pay bills due local 
business establishments 
for 


merchandise and services. Upon 
his recommendation, the board 
voted unanimously to withhold 
the $5,883.89 payment due the 
contractor, Robert _W. Payne 
Company, this "month until the 
subcontractors pay their debts 
and all payrolls! are brought up to 
date. 


Also during the 
April 4 


cmeeting, Blackburn said the 
contractor has been assessed a 
penalty of $220 per day since Dec. 
24, 1971, the day the project was 


scheduled tor completion. He 
said the contractor will pay the 
penalty to the Housing Authority. 


Architect for the project is the 


Olein Boese & Associates firm. 


Robert W. Gladney, attorney 


for the Housing Authority, ap- 
proached the Daily Sun reporter 
minutes before the meeting 
began today and said HUB of- 
ficials of Fort Worth have con-

In other 
European countiries (inions were 
sometimes burin in rooms to ward 
off evil spirits. 


Even if you don't believe in the 


onion's magical powers, you 


probably believe in its culinary 
powers. For today's imaginative 
cook uses onions to ward off 
blandncss and monotony in her 
meals. 


Now is an especially good time 


to add 
onions to the menu 


because it is :n plentiful supply at 
the markets. 


This Onion and Cheese Soup 


gives a spcial lift to mealtime. 1 
cup chopped onions 


2 tablespoons flour 
1-M> quarts milk, scalded 
Salt and pepper 
2 tablespoons butter 


2 cups grated sharp Cheddar 


cheese 


Paprika 
Minced chives 
Saute onion in butter until soft, 


add flour and mix. Add milk 
gradually, stirring all the while, 
and heat to just below the boiling 
point.

NOAA, still drop little morsels of 
information on the desk.
